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The  Principle  of  Self-feeding.

Of 
idl  farm  animals,  the  pij;  hii-  heeu  fcjiind  h<  adapt  itself  moiit  protitalily  tci  self-feeiliii),' 
nu'thods. 

Bequirements  of  a  Oood  Self-feeder  for  Swine. 

Sneh  a  device  to  he  s\iccessfiil  must  he  cheap,  strontr.  eapneiou?,  iwrtable,  onsy  to  >. 
eon«tr\ict.   weatlier-tifxiil.   easy   of   rcfiidalion    for  diflerent   te.\ture<l    na'als.   an<l   most  [ 
important  of  all.  so  arranjied  that  the  contents  will  feed  into  the  trouj^hs  without  any  j 
-tcippaffe  caused  by  the  blocking  of  the  meal  in  the  hoi>iH'r.     Further,  the  troujrhs  nuist 
be  constructed  to  ensure  the  minimum  amotint  of  waste  such  as  miffht  be  caused  by  } 
the  uniinals  iiosinj;:  the  ineal  over  the  sides  or  soilinfr  it  by  staiulin^r  in  the  troughs. 
While  several  plans  of  feed<T  are  reeonmu'iided.  the  one  herein  illustrated  and  described 
has  been  found  to  include  nearly  all  of  the  desirable  features  mentioned. 

Advantages  of  the  Self-feeder  over  Hand-feeding  Methods. 

1.  .*saves  over  .'lO  imt  I'eni  of  the  labour.  ..  Heduees  waste  of  fe(<d  to  the  mininuim. 
•">.  Prevents  di;.'e>tive  trciubles  due  to  over-feediufj — the  pi(fs  having'  full  acee>s  to  the 
na'iil  at  all  times  and  therefore  eatiufr  in  small  iimmtities  frei|Uently.  instea<l  of 
-uddenly  overloailin>f  the  stumacii  two  or  three  tiin(>-  in  the  day.  4.  Will  iiroduce 
t'aius  eiiual  to  hund-feedinjr  methods  at  less  cost. 

Correct  Conditions  foy  Using  the  Self-feeder. 

Place  the  feeder  on  a  iilatform  or  floor  that  will  remain  clean  dnriiip  wet  weathe* 
and  j)ru\e  acccssilric  \i>  the  pijjs  at  all  times.  Provide  .-hade  of  some  sort,  either  tr' 
nr  a  roUfib  sheil.  While  this  system  of  feediu'j  will  prove  relatively  economical  in 
lot  feedin-r  wliere  frrcen  food,  skim-milk  or  water  are  supplied  daily,  the  nui.xin.  .i 
etticieney  will  be  reai'hed  where  the  feeders  are  placed  in  a  nood  clover  or  alfalfa  pas 
tiire.  In  any  case,  dry  lipt  it  pa-ture.  with  or  without  milk  products,  fresh  water  shoulii 
always  be  supjilied.  preferably  r\ninin^.  or  from  some  self-watering;  device,  regularly 
and  frequently  tilled. 

When  to  Use  and  When  to  Avoid  the  Self-feeder. 

Yoimtr  i)ips  from  ten  weeks  of  ape  onward  may  be  s.afely  and  pconomically  fo'l 
by  this  mcthcKl.  Pntil  this  a;;e  is  rea<'hed  it  is  ficnerally  wisp  to  feed  by  hand,  althou^rli 
cxperina'nts  have  pmved  that  even  suckinfr  pigs  may  be  benefited  by  the  feeder. 
Shoats  i>f  all  asrcs,  and  in  fact  all  classes  of  pifrs  to  be  finished  (|uickly  for  marki ' 
may  be  most  profitably  "  self -fed."  Youni;  breedintr  stock,  similarly,  are  bcnetite  I 
provideil  the  ration  is  one  nf  a  bone-  and  muscle-forminj;  mtture.  In  pciaTal.  avoi  1 
self-feediuK  with  a^ed  sows,  particularly  as  farrowinp  time  approaches. 

Heals  and  Mixtures  Adapted  to  Use  in  the  Self-feeder. 

From  a  mechanical  standpoint  prneticnlly  any  mixture  of  wholo  or  proimd  frrnii  ■ 
or  other  mill-fec<ls  may  be  «uccessf\il!y  fed.     Corn  for  exampli'  is  frei)ueritly  fed  aloi  i- 
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with  i-liiviT  nr  iilfiilfn  |«l^tllrl',  for  -hi-rt  tini-din^  iicriiHl.-,  Fur  .voiiiitf  |>i^'^  nr  ."liuntn 
liny  iif  till-  fdlldwiiiK  riitiiiii«  will  lie  found  siiitiihic,  |>rovijltil  nil  hulls  urc  fiiirly  tiiii'ly 
>frouii(J.

With  any  of  ti.e  above  rations  fed  to  yoinip  pijrs  skini-niilk  may  be  protitably  fed. 

Where  siieh  cannot  1 btained  the  addition  of  tnnka^'e,  meat  or  blucMl  meal  is  re<'oni- 

niended,  say  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  taiik;i)fe  to  -i.x  jHiunds  of  any  of  the  above 
nii.xfures.  Where  whole  eorn  is  u>cd  one  pound  of  taiikiiife  eould  be  ndded  to  every 
five  ot  I'orn. 

The  foUowinff  des<Tibrs  briefly  the  eonstruetion  of  a  liome-made  self-feeder.  I'ro- 
vided  the  reipiiremeiit>i  enumerate<!  above  are  met,  cbanjfes  in  the  details  may  lie 
^\l^J^.'«'sted  by  the  in^ienuity  of  the  builder.  The  line-<lrawinK  sh<iwn,  illustrate-  a 
feeder  with  one-half  of  tlu'  rnof  liinped  and  used  as  n  fillintf  door,  the  possibility  of 
leakajre  l>ein(j  prev(>nted  by  I'ontinuinjr  the  opiM)site  side  several  inehes  past  the  iM'ak. 
thus  proteetinp  the  joint.  Ilie  |ihotofrra|ih  shows  a  feeder  with  the  tillin>r  door  at  one 
side,  the  aim  heiiiji  to  do  away  witli  the  .joint  in  the  roof.  While  both  are  sntisfaetory 
aM<l  similar  in  the  more  iin|Mirtaiit  details,  possibly  the  first  type  is  to  be  especially 
recommended. 


Brief  Specification  of  Construction  uf  Self-feeder. 

Has,'. 
The  struiture  rests  on  three  pieie-  of  :,'  by  4  on  edffe,  as  shown. 

il«//.s-. 
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The  walls  consist  of  three  ■}  bv  .'!  studs  on  eael  side,  covered  inside  with  ;-ineli 
toncued  and  f;rooved  boardiiiM'.  <''i  top  of  the  .studs  is  a  "2  by  :5  jdafe.  The  boardinjr 
should  start  at  .'>  inches  above  tlie  floor  of  the  troutrhs,  and  a  (rate,  t<r  feed-control 
boanl.  i  incli  by  1(1  inches  in  width,  the  full  leunth  of  the  feeder,  slides  behind  the 
boardinjr.  This  (fate  may  be  fastene<l  at  any  desired  lieifrht  by  thumbscrews,  sliding; 
in  a  vertical  slot  on  the  outside  face  of  tlie  boardinfr.  ("onnection  between  control 
board  and  thumbscrew  is  made  by  two  iron  straps,  1-inch  by   i-iuch,  as  shown.

The  floor  of  the  bin  consists  of  ;-inch  toufrued  and  prooved  boardiiifr  laid  on  -'  by  2 
rafters  at  4.")  dcfrrccs. 

The  floor  of  the  feed  troujriis  is  ;-incli  tonfiued  and  tfrooved  boardiuff.  laid  across 
the  2  by  4  basi-  pieces. 

h'lid   Traiiiilis. 
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The  front  of  the  food  trouphs  consists  of  one  pipco  4-iiicli  by  4-inph  (two  2-ineh 
by  l-ini'li)  bevelled  fnun  tlu'  centre  down  to  the  flooriii}.'.  From  this  front  are  i)lace'l 
2-inch  by  2-inch  braces,  12  inches  apart,  running  up  to  a  1-inch  by  .'i-iu<-h  piece  laid 
alontr  the  sides,  as  shown. 

Hoof. 

The  roof  consists  of  2-inch  by  2-inch  ratters  restiiifr  on  the  2-inoh  by  S-ineh  plate 
and  c'ovcred  with   1-incb  tonjrued  and  grooved  boardiiifr  and  ready  roofinfr.
